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Applicants argue that the conjugated polymer of Kim does not necessarily require conjugation of the crown ether of Naemura to this 
polymer. However, as can be seen in the Naemura reference, one having ordinary skill in the art can see the complexation of the of the 
optically active crown ether to the aromatic ring involves the azo system wherein there is a delocalization of the pi-electrons. One having 
ordinary skill in the art could extrapolate from this that the such a complexation to a polymer, for instance, might require such a 
delocalization. Whether or not this delocalized portion is extended is not referenced in the claims. As for the arguments that the Naemura 
reference does not predict chirality, the examiner would like to clarify that this was referenced to merely show the crown ether acts as a 
chemosensor, which one having ordinary skill in the art could determine given the breadth of the word 'chemosensor'. In addition to these 
argued points, the examiner would like to remind the applicants that the motivation to combine the references is based on the idea that the 
crown ethers in Kim and the crown ether of Naemura similarly sense chirality and metal ions (see Item 7 of the Final Office Action 
previously mailed out). 
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
